The Southern Pacific Lines, rec­ 
olonizing that A g rieu l u r e is o ur basic 
industry, and th a t w ithout a pros­ 
perous farm in g com m unity we can ­ 
not of ourselves prosper, have re ­ 
cently created an 
agric ait ural 
de­ 
p a rtm e n t, and employed an agricul­ 
tu ra l agent, in order to stim ulate 
and prom ote th* fa rm e r and Ins en­ 
terp rises along these lines. 


The 
A m erican 
fa rm e r 
produces 
more per man than any oth er farm er 
in the world, but in so doing he is the 
most e x trav ag ant in h.s u e of land. 
It has been th*' common tend ency 
to plant the 
am e crops j e a r a fte r 
year on the same ground, paying out 
the p lant food n a tu re has so kindly 
placed at his disposal, w ith no thought 
of the m orrow . 
Hut such a rta te of 
affairs can not go on indefinitely. 
If we expect to increase or 
even 
m aintain our b is t yields we m ust 
replete the gradually decreasing plant 
food in the ground, 
The most com­ 
mon way, the quickest, but u n fo r­ 
tun ately the nv> t expensive is by 
the use of 
commercial 
fertilizers. 
However, we have a no ther method 
equally as good, but not quite so 
quick in results, but much less ex­ 
pensive, an d giving moi** lasting re­ 
sults, in plowing under green ma­ 
n u re crops. 
Such tx crop, especially 
a legume, adds its fertilizing value, 
including nitrogen, and also by the 
addition of organic m att r with its 
a tte n d a n t burnie acid, im proves the 
te x tu re and quality of the soil physi­ 
cally, and at the sam* 
time by its 
chemical action makes available cer­ 
tain plant food? th a t were before in 
an insoluble form . 
In addition to the use of fertilizer, 
we must more intensively cu ti vale 
With improved cultural methods, and 
practice scientific crop rotation, to 
increase our yield per acre. 
The 
yield of some crops rn certain places 
has become so low th a t we must plant 
new crops th a t ha e pr**\ d success­ 
ful under similar 
oil and climatic 
conditions elsewhere. 
On these so called run down farm s, 
live stock is always sn ii am ental in 
resto rin g their past fertility. D airy­ 
ing, when well bred high produ ing 
cows are kept, alway - re tu rn s a fair 
dividend, c o n in g in daily. Such cows, 
unless bought a t a high price, can 
only be obtained through using first 
class pure bred bulls, generation af- 
t< r generation. 
Ii the largest re ­ 
tu rn s are expect* I from a dairy cow, 
some care ami att mtion must be giv­ 
en t*> see that she is properly fed 
and 
kept. 
Unless 
he is g i \ en a 
balanced ration, 
he cannot be ex­ 
pected lo produce to her maximum 
capacity. 
Anele is a place on every farm 
for a few goo J hogs, a few l>*«f 
cattle, an d some sheep. 
Ail of these 
do not have a t\, called t id year a t 
the same time. 
W ith care and a t­ 
tention they are all willing to help 
the fa rm e r on the high road to suc­ 
cess. 
\ cry few of nor farm e rs pay much 
a tte n tio n to t he common cid hen. Yet 
today hhe ra n k ' right at the top of 
ail money mak tit ic 
farm producers. 
In 1919. in Texas alone there was 
$38,190,508.00 
w orth 
of 
poultry 
and 
eggs 
produced, 
a n d 
of 
this 
am ount $11,888,1 Od.OO was actually 
•old by the farm er. 
If the average 


fa rm e r would discard his roi sters, 
except for eggs, for hatching p u r­ 
pose , thus producing infertile eggs, 
an d then use a little care in grading 
and selecting these eggs for m arket, 
a few hens would not only keep his 
cu rren t bills paid, hut keep him with 
a balance in the bank. 
T here is no 
f r ifit in keeping a hen that doesn’t 
pay her board. 
If she is a non-pro­ 
ducer, ship 
h*r 
to 
m arket. 
Any 
county agent can show you how to 
distinguish between a hen that lays 
and one that doesn’t. 
The Southern Pacific is desirous of 
settling it i idle lands wbth real fa rm ­ 
er:. 
\V> are opposed to land specu­ 
lation bv non resident* and non-pro­ 
ducer y 
Ia*nd in the hands of ow n­ 
ers who show no desire to improve 
it Is a deadweight to any com m unity. 
If every farm er owned his own farm , 
which should be every fa rm e r’s d e ­ 
sire, we would have no tenant farm 
et*, nor it* a tte n d a n t evils. 
We are

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WOULD EDUCATE THE CHAMBERS OF 


COMMERCE 


Because a merchant is well up in 
hi:* own busine - does not mean a l­ 
way 
or often that he studies or un- 
dei stand * m atters relating to gov­ 
ernm ent and economies which have 
im portant bearing upon the general 
w elfare, or indirectly upon his own 
business. 
Generally speaking, 
the business 
interests of the smaller cities and 
tow ns are fr.endly to the farm ers of 
their com m unities, and often show 
com m endable tendency to help them 
with th eir problem s of insect control* 
etc. 
The case of the El Paso Cham ­ 
ber, m entioned somewhere in this is­ 
sue, was in point. 
\\ hile indirectly it was expected 
that 
the 
city 
would 
receive 
benefit 
from some knowledge and 
some rem edy for 
unfavorable 
soil 
conditions in the Valley, it was well 
understood th a t the first and most 
direct benefit *1 any, resultin g from 
th 
aitio n of th e Cham ber, would 
go to the irrigation fan n ers. 


I here is rn shoit 
not 
so 
much 
reason fo r com plaint th a t the busi­ 
ness interests of the cities and towns, 
support d to be represented by then* 
( ham be r of Commerce organizations, 
m anifest unfriendly attitu d e tow ard 
the farm ing interests, in their clotter 
relationship to ihe^e interests. 
In­ 
deed, num erous exam ples are in evi­ 
dence all ofrer Texas that the con­ 
trary is more nearly true. 
What I complain about, and what 
the farm ers complain about, i 
that 
the Cham ber of Com m erce in flu*'nee, 
even ut the sm aller cul t s and towns, 
by the 
collective 
influence 
of its

rn em br rs, and 
to great 
extent 
by 
the individual votes of its members, 
back men and m easures at deadly 
variance with the w elfare of our a g ­ 
ricultural producers. 
N um erous instances m ight be giv­ 
en where the C ham ber of Commerce, 
as to sa* h m atters, is nearly always 
c ro ssw a y s with the in terests of the 
farm ers, as they are affected by the 
various governm ents, or by adm inis­ 
tra to r! of them . 
More 
often 
the 
trouble 
is 
in 
the 
adm inistration. 
I tie Federal Reserve system is a case 
in point. 
The trouble with the Federal Re­ 
serve system is not so much with the 
system as with its 
adm inistration. 
In the hands of the a g e n t s r f 
Business, tile Federal Reserve Bankov, 
by lair ing the discount rate, and de­ 
clining to re discount the paper of 
n u m b e r banks. Caused the loss of 
billions of dollars to American ag- 
rini tore, and the actual dam age was 
done in fo u r months* time, though 
the resultant suffering still goes on. 


\S ithout the backing of the U nited 
States C ham ber of Commerce, and 
nearly all the m ore or less sm aller 
( hambera and the “ kept” prom of 
the 'OUatry, th.s outrage could never 
ha vt been put over, and th a t is what 
I ani kickin’ ab o u t; and that is why 
the fa rm e rs are going into politics, 
and why the city and town people had 
bott *r get in w ith them ; or at least 
cease fighting their interests. 
A fter 
all, do the Cham bers always, o r n e a r­ 
ly always, “ real a n ’ tru ly ” represent 
the business people of our smaller 
cities and towns? 
Claridge. 


I he last cotton crop report issued 
by this D epartm ent on A ugust I gives 
10,196,000 acres of cotton 
in this 
State, compared with 
the 
govern­ 
m e n t’s estim ate 
f 12,312,000 acres. 
which I know to be too high, because 
the first estim ate of the crqp of 1921 
by the governm ent was 9,199,000 
acre** and there is only about eight 
or ten per cent increase this year. 
O ur reports were made from corres­ 
pondents in 221 counties. They w ere 
made by presidents and secretaries 
of F arm ers’ Institutes, Farm Demon­ 
stration Agents, County Commission­ 
ers, Bankers, M erchants and 
indi­ 
vidual farm ers, and w ere verified as 
fa r 
possible by our field men. This 
report indicates a condition of 71.4 
per cent of norm al.

van he had to fight the bull weevil 
and leaf worm, and the dam age will 
continue unabated. 


Recent reports from th*1 Commis­ 
sioners of Agriculture of the cotton 
grow ing states indicate g reat dam- 
age by boll weevil and a yield no 
g re a te r than last year. 
The maxi­ 
mum crop will be less than 11,000,- 
000 bales, or 2,000,000 bales short 
of the 
w orld’s 
needs. 
The 
mills 
must run on short tim e before th® 
crop of 1923 is made. 
The present 
short crop w arran ts a price of 25 
to 30 cents per pound for this crop, 
and nothing short of a conspiracy to 
bear the price can keep cotton a t 
the present low price.

producing this crop is above 20 cent® 
per pound. 
The cost of production
